ence. e precise reason 


why Cairo chose just this 
time for these acts of pi- 
racy is not known, but it 
cannot be entirely uncon- 
nected with the present 
state of tension between 
Irag and the United Arab 
Republic. 

It is no coincidence that 
Cairos present behaviour 
began after the failure of 
the Shawwaf revolt in 
Mosul, in which Abdul 
Nasser showed so much in- 
terest, and when Egyptian 
political stock had dete- 
riorated to an all-time low 
in Iraq, while murmur- 
ings in the Syrian region 
began to be more and 
more vocal. Yet this does 
not discount the possibility 
that the real reason be- 
hind Nasser s action lies in 


a desire to sabotage Israel 
trade ties with the Far 
East. 

It is satisfying for 
Israelis to see that this 
time at least a part of 


world public opinion will 
mot tolerate Cairo’s prac- 
tices, and that this is not 
going to be like similar 
cases in the past. when an 
assortment of expediencies 
and excuses prevented the 
parties concerned, and 
especially the United Na- 
tions, from taking appro- 

ate action under the 
JN. Charter. Israels re- 

ated demands that the 
AR. release the cargo 
seized recently from. two 
ships at Port Said have 
met with more attention, 
ana there is reason to be- 
lieve reports from New 
York that Mr. Dag Ham- 
marskjold, the U.N. Sec 
retaryv-General,. has per- 
sonally taken over the task 
of working for an accept- 
able settlement of the 
issue. 

It would be wrong to 
believe, however, that U.N. 


can be effective, and it is 
therefore of the utmost 
‘importance that other
